| tis Eloquence joined Argos, and Cormth, and othi 
Ciries, ro the Athenians : For whjch he was called bat 
from baniſhment ; the Athenians having ſent a ſhipnÞ; 
meet him in the way. In the mean time, Antipater be 
Ing befieged 1n Heraclea, Leoſthenes the Captain of the 
Athenians was ſtain with a dart from the Wall, as he 
- came to give ſome direQions in the Leaguer, which h 
encouraged Antipater, that he fallied forth, and pofieþ 
fed himſelf ot fome of the works of the Enemies. Aﬀet 
that, he 'by his Ambaſſadors deſired help of Leonatis;

Patrons, ſometimes the Companions of his dangers in 
the great labours of the Eaſt, ſometimes his Suppoxrt- 
ers.and the only Refuges of his ſafety ; rhey (he aid) 
were the ne Men by whoſe valour the Eaſt was over- 
come, the only Men who exceeded the wars of Bacchus, 
and the Nonumentrs of Hercules,by whom Alexander. was 
made Great, by whom he obtained divine honours and 
1mmorrtal glory ; He beſoughr rhem to receive him, not 
as their general, bur as their Fellow-Soldier, and to be 
pe 2:8 as a Member of their Body.Being on this con- 
dition entertained, he not long after, by admoniſhing 
all of them, and by gently correQing what was done 
amiſs amongſt them, did by degrees vſurp the Sove- 
reignty of Command ; nothing was done in the Camp 
without him, nothing could be contrived or determined 
wichout his Policy, Ar the laſt, when it was declared 
that Antiganus came againſt him with an Army, he en- 
forced them to: come down and to give him Battel, 
where when they deſpiſed the Commands of their Ge- 
neral,they were overcome by the valour of rheir Ene- 
mtes.In that Battel rhey did nor only loſe rheir Glory 
gained in ſo many Wars,burt their booty alfo,wirh their 
wives & Children.But EKumenes, who was the Author of 
their overthrow,8& had no other hope of ſafery, did cn- 
courage the conquered,athrming that chey were ſuperi- 
or co their Enemies in courage ; for they ſlew five thous 
{and ofthem,and it they would but conninue war; he al- 
ſured them that the Enemy of their own accord would 
defire Peace of them.

and now having loſt all che Booty which they gatned in 
their happy Warfire, he would not permitfthem 1n 
the perury of their old Age to reſt, being overcome - 
Imuediztely upon this, their Captains nor knowing of 
It, ſent Ambaſſadours ro Antigmus, demanding that 
what they had loſt, might be reſtored-to chem: He pro- 
miſed that all things ſhould be returned, if they, would 
deliver up Eurhenes unto him ; which being. underſtogd, 
Eumenes with a few Men did attempt to, fly, but -be- 
Ing brought back, and his affairs alrogether deſperate, 
there being a great concourſe of rhe Mulcitude,he de- 
red to have the liberty to ſpeak unto the Army:;which 
being readily granted by them all, ſilence being 
made, and his hand cuffs of Steel taken off, he ſtretch- 
ed forth his hand unto the People, having yer ſome 
other Chains upon him, and ſaid , Soldiers, Be- 
hold here, the habirs and the ornaments of your Ge- 
neral, which none of - the Enemies have impoſed uport

-put to death; who having put on mourning habirs, did 
accuſe'the cruelty of the woman:;by whom rhe Macedi 
were {o much inſtigated,'that withovrt any reſpeR toher 
former Majeſty,they did decree thar ſhe ſhould be put 
ro-death, being alrogerher unmindful that by her Son 
andHusband,they not ouly enjoy'd their lives with fafe- 
ty-amongſt their Neighbours,but alſo became Maſters 
ſueh-great wealrk,as alſ> of the Empire of the World, 
But Olympias,when ſhe beheld the armed Men to come 
reſolutely towards her,being cloathed in Royal habti- 
ments.and leaning on her rwo Maids,ſhe did go to mett 
them. The Executioners beholding her, were amazed, 
ſtood ſtill, ſtartled at the Majeſty of her Preſence,aud 
the names of ſo many of their Kings which came at 
once into their Memory: At the laſt, they were com:

Ntiochas Ring of Syria being dead, when Seleucus 

his Son ſucceeded in his place , he began his 
raigti with Parricide, his Mother perſwading him to 
ir, who ought to have deterred him from ir 4 for he 
killed his Srep-morher Beronice with his lirtle Brother 
begotren on her : Which horrible crime being commlt- 


ted, he was not only tainted with Infamy, but with 
e 
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te involved himſelf in a War with Ptolemy, Moreo- 
xr, Beronice when ſhe underſtood that Execurioners 
were ſent to take away her life, ſhe ſhut up herſelf in 
her Fichers Daphne, where when it was reported_to 
the Cities of A/:a, that ſhe was beſieged with her lit- 
tle ch11d, they calling ro their mind the dignity of 
her Father, and of her Anceſtors, and prompred to 
compaſſion at the indignity of her Fortune, they: all 
ſens. aid unto her : Her Brother Ptolemy being alſo 
ſtartled at the danger of his Siſter, having left his own 
Kingdom, did advance to her, relief with all the ſpeed 
that could be. Bur before the arrival of ,any aid, 
Beronice when ſhe could not be taken by force,was killed 
by treachery : It was conceived by all ro be a ſubje&t 
moſt worthy of lamentacion. Therefore when all the 
Cities who had revoltcd from her, had provided a very 
great Fleer, being amazed ar this example 'of horrid 
cuelty,theydid offer them:elves and their Ships to Ptole- 
my, who 1t he had nor been called back into Z#gypt by 
ſome inteſtine ſedition, had pofleſſed himſelf of all rhe 
kingdom of Selexcus 5 This parricidial guilt had breught 
pon him ſo much hatred ; or the unworthy death of 
lis Siſter had purchaſed ro Pto!eny ſo much affefion. 
afrer che death of Ptolemy, when Seleucas had ſerforth a 
near Navy againſt the Cities which revolted jmmediate- 
lya great tempeſt arifing, as it the gods them(zlves 
would revenge this parricide, he loſt chem all by Tem- - 
peſt, pcirher had he any thing left of 1o great a prepara- 
ton, but his naked body, 'and ſome few Companions 
of his Shipwrack, whom Fortune had preſerved alive ; 
tlamentable tliing it was, and yer acceptable ro him; 
for the Cities, which in.hatred of him; had revolted to 
Seleucus (as if the gods were ſatisfied 1n his puniſhment, 
themſelves being the Arbirrators ) by a ſudden change 
of their mind, being touched with compaſſion for his 
Mpwrack, they did reſtore themſelves unto the Au- 
tlority of is conumaind ; Rejoicing therefore in his ca- 
umiry, and made more rich by loſs, he made War upon 
Ptalemy, concelving himſelt ngiy equal in ftrengrh _ 
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him : But as if he was born ro be the ſporr of Fortune, 
and had only received his Kingdom again but to loſe it 
again, being vanquiſhed in Battel, and not much more 
accompanied than afrer his Shipwrack, he fled in grez- 
ter fear to Antiochia :- from whence he ſent Letters to 
his Brother Antzochys in which he did implore his aid, 
and in recompence thereof,did offer to him ali that part 
of Aſia, which lieth on the bound of the Kill Taurys. 
Antiochus being but fourteen years of age, and greed 

of Soveraignty above his years, took hold of the occaft- 
on, but not with that pious mind as it was offered ; but 
defiring like an Oppreiſour, to force all from his Bro- 
ther, he armed himſelf, being bur a boy, with a wicked,

but a manly boldneſs. From his ravenous diſpoſition he 


was called Hierax, becauſe in ſnatching away the goods 
from other men, he followed not the life of a man, but 
of a Bird of prey, | 

In the niean time, Proſemy, when he underſtood that 
Ring Antiochvs did advance to the aid and help of Se- 
leucus, made Peace with Seleucry for ten years, that he 
might not- fight at once againſt rwo : But'Peace being 
granted by the Enemy, it was reverſed by the Brother, 
who having drawn unro him a mercenary Army of the 
Gauls 1n the ſtead-of a Brother, did render himſelf an 
Enemy. In that War by the prowels of the Gauls, At- 
tiochus was Conquerour ; but the Gauſs believing that 
Seleucus was lain in the Batrel, did turn their Swords 


againſt dntiochus himſelf, believing chey ſhould plunder” 


Aſia with more freedom, 1t they had deſtroyed all the 
Royal Progeny. Which when Anti9chys perceived, he 
ranſomed himſelf from them as from high way-men with 
Gold ; and not long after entred into a league with his 
own Mercenaries. 


In the mean time, Emenes King of Bithynia, his Bro- 


rhers being diſperſed and conſumed with civil diſcords 


( being as it were to invade the uncertain poſletſion of 


Aſia ) affaulted the Gauls,and the Conqueror Antiochus 


ar once, who being weary, and many of them wounded 
in the former encounter,gt was nor difficult for him to 
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nercome them. In that time, all the Wars were dee 
ned for the deſtrufion of 4/4; and as one was more 
wrerful than another, he always ſeized upon Aſa as a 
nexy, The two Brothers, Seleucus and Antiochus did 
we War for 4/1a; Ptolemy King of ;Fgypt 1n pretence to 
wenge his Siſter, did alſo greedily covet the Empire 
if za 3 on this fide, Eumenes of Bithyma, on the orher 
Fide the Gauls; being always a mercenary. army,did make 
rey of 4/14 ;and amongſt ſo many, there was no man 
fund-ro be a Defender of it, Antiochs being overcome, 
men Eymenes had poſſeſſed rhe greateſt part thereof, 
he two Brothers, (the booty being loſt for which they 
made War ) could not yer agree amongſt themſelves ;

In the beginning, 
of the War, Demetrius commended his rwo Sons with 
a vaſt ſum of Gold ro his Gueſt Gnidias, both that they 
ſhould be excmpred frory the dangers of the War, and 
if fortune ſo ordained it, thar they ſhould 'be preſer- 
yed to revenge their Father's death, The Eldeſt of 
th-ſe Demetrius by name, being about the ſixteenth 
year of his age (having heard of the luxury of Alex-. 
arder, whom ſuch unlooked for poſſeſſions, and rhe 
Royal Ornaments helonging to another did keep \.. 
Priſoner in his own Court, amoneſt rhrongs of Con- 
eubines ) the Cretians helping him, did fer upon him 
ſecure, and fearing no Enemy at all.

The Fews derive their Original from Damaſcus, which, 
x the moſt noble of rhe Cities of Syria; and the Syrian- 
kings do boaſt their deſcent jn a direft line from Queen. 
Semramis. The name of Damaſcus was given to the City 
by D.amaſcus who was King of ir, in the honour of whom, 
the Syrians have worſhipped the Sepulcher of his wite- 
krathes as a Temple, and eſteemed her a Goddeſs in; 
the height of their moſt Religious devottons, After Da-: 
naſcus, Abraham, Moſes and Tjrael were Rings'z3-But rhe: 
happy Ifſze of ten Children made Tfael more famous: 
than the reſt of ht anceſtors ; he delivered the people- 
t9 his Sons, being divided into Ten Tribes .or ,Ring- 
doms, and comnuanded that they fhould be all;called 
Jews, afrer the name of Pudah, who died not Jong: 
ater che diviſion of the Ringdoms, whole memory he 
commanded ſhquld be reverenced by rhem, His 
portion was diſtributed amongſt them all, and- Zoſeph 
was the youngeſt of the Brerhren , who fearing his: 
exccllent Wit,having privately intercepted him, they: 
ſold him ' to foreign Merchants , by whom, being: 
brought into Egypt, when by rhe ſharpneſs of his appre+: 
henfhan he had learned there the Magick Arts,hehecame 
In a ſhort time moſt gracious with the King, .for he up 
more: 
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moſt ſagactous in the diſcovery of wonderful eventsand 
was the firſt of all who found our the underſtanding of
